Of the prior art submitted the closest one to the applicant's claimed invention is 
JP 2001 -272332. While this piece of prior art is of a relevant subject matter it still has 
the same deficiency as that of the other art the examiner has seen. Namely, that the 
beams are combined at the dispersive member and not displaced laterally on the same 
as is claimed by the applicant.
